Last year’s after-party was held at the Live Arts & Philly 
Fringe festival bar where riders pretty much had to get dressed 
or go home (and where a promised drink special never mate- 
rialized). At this year’s to-be-announced location, says Greer, the 
party will be all-ages, allow the legal minimum dress and include a 
drink special for riders of legal age (for realsies, this time). And, 
as with PBNR09, the starting location will not be announced until 
shortly before the ride: “lb find out where the ride meets," Greer 
says, “riders should subscribe to our e- 
mail list [at phill_vnakedbikeride.org] or 
friendus on Facebook." 

But what about those police, you may 
wonder. Isn’t this technically illegal? 
“We’re hoping for a bigger ridership," 
says Greer, “and just as much support from the Philadelphia Rrlice 
Department as last year."

Strategically, it makes sense: There's a 
chance that his race against Pat Toomey 
could come down to the wire, and the hand- 
ful of votes that Packer might earn wou Id 
make the difference. Morally, though, it's 
repulsive, particularly for a guy who calls 
himself a Democrat.

gamer some 1 9,000 signatures. They did. But this was just the 
beginning. Understate law, if the majors challenge the legitimacy 
of those petitions — and they will — and if they win, the minors 
(read: the folks with no money) have to pay the bigs’ legal fees. 
In two previous cases, one from 2004 and another from 2006, this 
has amounted to about $80,000. 

In Packer’s case, he says the Sestak campaign challenged virtu- 
ally every aspect of his petitions: cases in which the signature 
and printed name spots were reversed, cases where the 
petition-signer wrote down their neighborhood instead of their 
city, and so on. The Sestak campaign even hired handwriting 
experts to challenge more than 700 of his signatures. Packer 
says. Given that he turned in about 20,500 petitions — and 
assuming an unavoidable error rate of 10 percent to 20 percent, he 
says — he was quite likely to lose, and he wasn't willing to make a 
$80,000 bet. 

“Who can afford that? I can't afford that, "he says. 

Allow us to opine for a moment : The law in Bannsylvania effective- 
ly allows the Rs and Ds to kneecap potential rivals before they 
can even get out of the gate. It is profoundly unfair and certainly 
undemocratic, and completely contrary to the notion that democ- 
racy is based upon competition in the marketplace of ideas. 

It needs to change. More than that, however, the politicians who 
exploit it to their benefit, who use the threat of legal sanctions

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BICYCLING Q&A WITH 
MAX ROSEN-LONG

What advice would you give to someone 
who’s thinking of commuting to work via 
bicycle for the first time? 

Wear a helmet that's properly fitted, and 
check your bike's tires, breaks, chain and 
wheels to make sure everything is working. 
After that, possibly the most important 
part of commuting to work is to picka good 
route. Selectinga route with low traffic, bike 
lanes, or wide lanes, can make your ride 
safer and more relaxing. Try Google’s new 
Biking Direction option, or ask friends and 
colleagues for advice. And follow all the laws 
of the road, especially by ridingin thestreet, 
inthcsamedircctionas traffic, and stopping 
at all signs and signals. 

Tryyour commute ona nice day, or practice 
the trip on a weekend so you feel comfortable 
with it . Wear com fortable clothes a nd change 
into your wotk dotlies in thebathroomat work. 
And make sure roll upyour right pant leg so it 
doesn't get stuck in thechain. Ifyou're worried 
about getting sweaty, just take your time and 



enj oy the ride! Lastly, find out if you can store 
your bike in your building or office, and no 
matter what, get a good lock and learn how 
to use it correctly.

Or 
better yet, request a Bicycle Ambassador 
to come give an Urban Riding class at your 
workplace or community! 

What are some of your favorite bike rides 
in Philadelphia? 

You can take the Schuylkill River Trail from 
Locust Street all the way to Valley Forge 
and beyond. Ifyou split off the trail and ride 
through Wissahickon Park, it feels like you’re 
deep in the wilderness, even though you're 
right outside the city. Or take the Schuylkill 
Trail as far asGreen Lane if youcontinueNorth 
on the Perkiomen Trail. In fact, there are tons 
of easily accessible trails in our area, such as 
the Pennypack Trail in Northeast Philly and 
Cobbs Creek Park in the Southwest. 



Of course, a leisurely weekend ride through 
the Italian Markeland South Philly is always 
gorgeous, or West Philly in the Spring or 
Fall. Not to mention the great views from 
the Ben Franklin Bridge Walkway and over 
at the Camden Waterfront. To learn about 
these rides and more, the Bicycle Coalition 
produces a regional trail map that can be 
found at our website or from a Bicycle 
Ambassador. 

Learning to ride a bike i s a rite of passa gc 
for every kid. What advice do you have 
for parents in the City teaching their child 
to ride? 

The latest strategies for teaching a child 
to ride is, instead of training wheels, start 
your child off on a bike without pedals (you 
can take them off, or buy a special one). 
By using the bike like a scooter, children 
canlearn to balance and maneuver without 
tear of falling over. Find acalmarea without 
cars, like a park or traiL Lastly, make sure 
your child is wearinga helmet (it’s the law), 
and if you are riding with your kids, please 
be a good role model for them and wear a 
helmet, as welL 

We hear horror stories about bicyclists 
getting hit by cars and pedestrians getting 
hit by bicyclists. How can we do a better 
job of looking out for one another on the 
streets and sidewalks? 

Know your rights and responsibilities, whether 
you're a pedestrian, bicyclist, or motorist. 
Many bicyclists don't know that a bike is a legal 
vehicle. This means that bicyclists have the 
same rights asa motor vehicle, such as taking 
the lane if it’snot safe to ride to therighL But it 
also meanswe are required to follow all thelaws 
of the toad, such as riding with traffic, stopping 
atallsigns and signals, riding on the road, and 
walking your bikeon the sidewalk. 

Itis essential to be awareofyour surroundings 
for cyclists, pedestrians, and motorists. It's easy 
for everyone to get distracted by texting or 
headphones. We encourage bicyclists to be 
visible and predictable, so other road users 
can see they are there and know what they’re 
going to do next For bikers, this means using 
lights at night, keeping a straight li ne in the 
lane, and using hand signals to show when 
you're turning. 

One of the best parts about biking is you can 
make ourroadsmore civil just by taking your 
timeand enjoying the ride! 



How can 1 get a bike rack in front of my 
home, office, or business? 

If you want to install your own bike rack in 
Philadelphia: 1) Decide on which kind of bike 
rack fits your needs and where you want it to 
be located. The Bike Coalition has prepared 
a Bike Rack Fact Sheet to help, which can be 
fbundon our website. 2) If it’sonthesidewalk, 
you need to apply fora permit from the Streets 
Department Right of Way Unit. You will not 
need a permit if the bike rack will be located 
on private property. 3) Once you purchased 
your rack and obtained the permit, contact 
Neighbothood Bike Works, or any contractor, 
for help with installation. 

What initiatives is the Bicycle Coalition 
currently working on that we can look 
forward to hearing more about in the 
future? 

A lot! In March, we were awarded S600.000 
in stimulus money to expand our Safe 
Routes Philly Youth Education Program. 
In the next two years, the Bicycle Coalition 
will teach pedestrian safety to 2nd graders 
and bicycle safety to 5th graders in all 176 
Public Elementary Schoolsin Philadelphia. 
And while that’s starting up, our current Safe 
Routes Philly instructor has been teaching 
our bike safety curriculum to 5th graders all 
over the city. 

Tlie Bicycle Ambassadors just hit the streets 
for the first time this week, and can be found 
all over the city this summer, encouraging all 
Philadelphians to bike more often and more 
safely. Anyone can request the Ambassadors 
for free to teach an Urban Riding Basics class 
or table at an event, so email Ambassador @ 
BicycleCoalition.org ifyou’re interested! 

The Bicycle Coalition has lots of great 
events this summer as well! We are looking 
forward to Bike Philly on September 12 th, 
our annual family-friendly ride through 
closed-off Philadelphia streets. Sign up for 
yourself and your family on our website, 
hicyclecoalition.org. 

On the Advocacy side, you can look forward 
to seeing the S23 million in stimulus money 
awarded to the region put into action on the 
Schuylkill trail in Southwest Phillyand Camden 
The Philadelphia Bicycle- Pedestrian plan will 
be released this summer, and will determine 
where the city will paint new bike lanes over 
the next ten years. We will be rampingup our 
"lake Back the Drive” Campaign to make MLK 
Drive a safer, park road.

IN THE WAKE OF WHAT SOME VENDORS CALL 
AN L&l CRACKDOWN, THE ITALIAN MARKET’S 
EXISTENTIAL CRISIS - PRESERVE THE PAST 
OR EMBRACE MODERNIZATION - INTENSIFIES.

★ PEOPLE LIKE TO TALK.Thedenizensofthe 

Italian Market, in particular, are a fount of speculation. 

In the mornings, while drinking coffee in front of Geno’s 
Steaks, the Market’s wise old men talk about colorful char- 
acters — Charlie Braciole, Legs Vandermeer — they knew 
coming up. They reminisce over the burial grounds at 
Eighth and Passyunk.the igloo-shaped coal cell ursofflOth 
and Washington. In the early evening, the sun still aglow, 
several area businesswomen gatheroutside Betty Ann’s 
Italian Market Florist, some sipping wine, to chat about 
the food they ate and the food they’re going to eat. 

This chatter may be trivial to those outside the Market's 
roughly seven blocks ofNinth Street, from Fitzwater to 
Wharton, but not to those whose lives unfold within this 
warren of old-world, multi-ethnic outdoor vendors, indoor 
merchants and longtime neighbors stacked on topofeach 
otherwhere blazing barrel fires provide heat in the winter 
and trash piled high in the streets is a symbol of prosperity. 
Lis ten closely and you! 1 hear the distant but di stinct rumble 
of change. Dig into what’s really on their minds, and you 
find a family at odds with the city — and, often, itself. 

Ofoourse,the Market, like any livingthing.is always in 
flux, and its transition from all-Italian com merce corridor 
to something much more multicultural has happened 
gradually and, by most accounts, willingly. 

But some vendors are upset that over the last 10 months, 
the Department of Licenses and Inspections (L&I) has 




been cracking down, enforcing laws and codes that, though 
they’ve long been on the books, have generally been over- 
looked. This, they say, is changingthe way business has 
always been done here. 

Others worry that, the construction of a new storm sewer, 
scheduled to begin before year's end along Washington 
Avenue, will disrupt businesses already struggling in 
the recession. 

Then there’s the stuff of conspiracy theory: New Yorkers 
are looking to turn the Market into a gen trilled Disneyland 
and the city is engaged in an effort to scrubNinth Street 
ofits flavorful heritage. 

Indeed, L&Fs recent dealings with several longtime Mar- 
ket vendors has come across as what Spice Corner owner 
H erta Ginsburgs calls “the Ninth Street Sweep." Her shop 
was forced into a five-month closure due to a snafu with 
licenses, taxes and fees; century-old D’Angelo Bros. Meat 
Market had to change some licenses and re -up o there; C&S 
Discount had to remove its familiar curbside shelves; at 
1 ast jearis Itali un Market Festival , longtime stand o pera tor 
Carmen Lerro was famously thrown in jail forgiving out 
complimentary wine; and at this May’s festival, outdoor 
vendors, unlike other years, had to wait to sell their wares 
until late-arriving health inspectors showed up. 

More than a few Market vendors who L&I cited for 
violations, speaking on the condition of anonymity, say 
things like:“This bitch from L&I came down and told me 
to take all my stuff off the sidewalk; told me I veiy possibly 
wasn’t even licensed to sell what I sold. C'maaan .This is 
what’s always been ." 

Fbrhaps not anymore. 

There is, in the midst ofthis big, dysfunctional family.a 
divide: between those, like Emilio Mignucci of Di Bruno 
Bros, gourmet foods, who favor the city's apparent interest 
in cleaning up the Market, and those, including Anthony 
Giammanco of C&SDiscount, who don't see all ofits ben- 
efits. Implicit in these conversations is a disagreement 
about the future of the Market itself: what it should look 
like, to whom it should cater and to what degree the old 
guard should give way to modernization. 

A FABULOUS BLACK HOLE 

For we 11 over a century, theltalianMarket — orthe“Ninth 



Street Curb Market,” as it was originally called — has 
been an entity unto itself. It was branded as an Italian 
center in the late 1880s, when immigrants flooded into 
boardinghouses from all ports of the Boot. Craftsmen, 
butchers, cheese makers and other purveyors of mostly 
ethnic gjods opened shop for this ne wcommunity.an inex- 
pensive commerce area th at, a century later, would begin 
toattract Korean, Chinese, Vietnamese and Mexican-run 
businesses — newcomers who revitalized the block with 
better lighting and late-night businesses. 

“I'm going to catch hell for sayingthis, but I think we 
should rename Ninth StreefThe International Market,’" 
says City Councilman Frank DiCicco of the area in which 
he grew up. 

Theidea ofthe "Italian Market" came about in the late 
1960s and early '70s. Supermarket chains became the 
norm, and the Ninth Street Market catered to the area’s 
predominantly Italian population.The block has learned 
(or so itdaimslto police itself and handle its own problems 
— like city trash service. (Most ofthe Markets businesses 
and residences pay thousands for private pickup.) 

“Nobody exactly knows why [this is soj ,” says Molly 
Russakoff, owner of Molly’** Bookstore, whose family was 
long a part of the Market before she returned 30 years 
ago. Of the area’s legendary insularity, she says: “It’s a 
fabulous black hole." 

In the past year, however, L&I has cast a more critical 
eye on N inth Street, something not every Market vendor 
appreciates. 

“I don’t really think L&I hassled anyone here," says Joe 
“Brown" Thrtaglia, longtime owner of several produce 
stands and properties. “They’re just less lenient. They 
come down and you have to have your licenses on you or 
displayed, which is hard if you’re outdoors. We have no 
walls to hang ’em on. They’re going by the book. What 
are you going to do?" 

According to one indoor vendor — who asked not to 
be named — whose product spilled onto the curbside, 
“After I was told to take my stuff off the curb I took the 
shit and moved it back. Yeah, it looks nicer. My wife likes 
it more, too. Still, I get hassled by L&I. This place — my 
family — has been doing this for a hundred years. Tm 
grandfathered no matterwhat."

C&S Discount has been at 1000 S. Ninth St. for 29years. 
There, Anthony and Chong “Sukie” Giammancohave sold 
aluminum roasting pans, hair products and seasonal goods 
on tall shelves along their curbside as well as along the 
outside walls of their shop. Until last fall, they say, they 
did this without any grief from the city. 

“We’ve had previous inspections and surveys by L&I, 

Anthony Giammanco. But in fall 2009, “L&I made it 
clear that I was in violation of vending ordinances. It has 
something to do with along-the-wall perimeters, and how 
ferout we can come from the wall, but nothingcurbside. 
There’s still some confusion as to what the Market can and 
cant do. We’re waitingfor [DiCicco] to pass an ordinance 
to clarity what is required." 

DiCicco says he’s working on that. “You can't crowd a 
walkway so that people can’t walk,” he says. “I’m looking 
to make it more uniform, similar to what we’ve done in 
other retail corridors, to allow for the sale of products up 
to 40 inches from the property line's facade for everyone. 
But even then, it might be a problem depending on how 
narrow each individual sidewalk is.” 

- Giammanco says his business is down as much as 30 
percent since he removed the offending shelves: “Can’t 
sell what doesn't meet the eye.” 

He’s curious as to why the city decided to enforce these 
rules now. “All the years that I was here we heard about 
cleaning up the Market and making it prettier, but you 
know what? I miss the ciavs when the cardboard boxes and 
piles of trash were up to tire awnings,” he says. “It meant 
there was business. It meant we were making money.” 

HertaGinsburgs,a lawyer who has operated the nearly- 
45-vea r-old Spice Corner for almost a decade, has also had 
a run-in with L&I: "Don't get me wrong, I was at fault," 
she says. The problem that started October 2009 started

because I hadn’t paid my retail and scale licenses for Ore 
year — several years, actually, three." (These licenses cost 
$150 and $75 ayear, respectively, she says. (The glitch that 
followed found Ginsburgs at odds with what she believed 
was an over-zealous L&I, as well as Philly’s tax collectors 
and Health Department. Old paperwork had not been 
closed out. Old monies were owed. New licenses were 
necessary. The busy Thanksgiving/Christmas holiday 
season came with licenses still not taken care of, so L&I 
agents closed Ginsburgs on Jan. 25, giving her and her 
workers 20 minutes to vacate the premises. The shop 
stayed closed until June 19. 



“It didn’t matter that Ihadnine years in, I was treated as if 
Td never been here,” says Ginsburgs. “It was a catch-22." 

“Why couldn't I have been grandfathered with nearly 
a decade in?” she asks. “I lost nearly six months worth 
of sales.” 

Sonny DAngelo’s woes kicked in after tile new year, as 
well . A butcher and sausage maker at his family's shop for 
47 years — “We've been here 100 years and eight months,” 
he says — D’Angelo was cited by L&I in January for not 
renewing his food-prep license, even though he doesn't 
actually prep food. 

“It felt as if the city had changed their requirements 
without telling anyone," he says. “Their job is significant, 
and I agree with them in principle, but the way in which 
itaD happened seemed vindictive.” 

He thought it odd that he needed a restaurant license, 
since he grinds sausage and filets chicken like any other 
butcher. “I don’t serve anything prepared," he says.“But 1 
did all their requirements and took a food-safety class and 
got another health inspection because I wanted to stay open. 
But then when Iwentto applyforthe new license, Icouldnt 
get it because I had to be rezoned as manufacturing.” 

He says L&I assumed he was a manufacturer, rather 
than a neighborhood butcher, because D’Angelo's signs 
assert that he makes 300 different kinds of sausage: “I 
make maybe a few each week, 15 or 16. But someone from 
the city thought I was a massive sausage manufacturer.” 
(L&I did notdiscuss this claim.) 

Even after he got his restaurant license — “I can serve 
up to 50 people now," laughs D’Angelo, surveying his tiny 
butchershop — hegota letterfrom thecity inquiring about 
the sauceshemade.Apparently someone read the sign out- 
side his window that reads “And Now We Call ft Gravy.” 

That’s my cookbook.They confused that with me making 
and cooking sauces here." 

When all is said and done, he’s fine with havinga res- 



taurant license for food propping. “Now I’m not a threat 
to society,” says D'Angelo, a meat cleaver in hand and a 
smile on his face. 

THE POLITICIAN 

“Some of the old guys like to torture me and break my 
stones, but they know I want to see this street made viable 
for operators who Ye going to work our business long after 
Fm gone and they're gone, "says Di Bruno Bros.' Emilio 
Mignucci. Along with DiCicco and Anthony Anastasio, 
owner of Anthony’s Italian Coffee House, Mignucci is 



at the forefront of making the Market clean and viable 
while preserving its ethnic heritage. 

“Under his leadership, a lot of positive things have 
happened to dean up, not figuratively but literally, Ninth 
Street,” says DiCicco. 

Mignucd grewup around the block on Alter Street, moved 
away 16 years ago to find a better school district for his 
children, and says he’ll be returning to the old neighbor- 
hood with his wife and kids next year; after having opened 
a high-end Di Bruno Bros, shop at 18th and Chestnut 

He’s quick to knock down rumors. He hasn't ratted out 
any of his fellow shops or street vendors to L&I, he says. 
He isn’t looking to NYC to bring in big corporations and 
Starbucks to the block. He’s not interested in losing the 
old-time vendors, canopies or fire-filled trash cans. 

About those late-showing health inspectors at (he May 
festival: “They used to be more lenient; now they are not. 
Besides, I love those guys, but maybe not allowing the 
fish to be on top of the ice is a good thing.” 

On the Washington Avenue sewer line: “It’s an infra- 
structure issue that has to happen so basements don’t 
flood.” Besides, only after the pipe is fixed can beautifi- 
cation, like free-lined meridians, begin on that corridor 
leading to Philly’s theoretically burgeoning waterfront 
of casinos and hotels. 

On Midwood Management, the New York developer 
who owns the Pae sano’s property on Christian Street, and 
who is purported to be interested in taking over more of 
the Market: “Mid wood wants to open a mixed-use retail 
and condo space there at the [long-abandoned] Ice House 
space [at Ninth and Washington) , yeah. But the city chal- 
lenged them to build a parking lot underground as part 
of the deal, aproject thatTl cost them plenty. I don’t think 
they’re concerned with taking the Market over. They got 
their hands full." 

(Midwood couldn’t be reached for comment; DiCicco 
says Midwood is downsizing its vision due to the dip in 
the real estate market, and now plans an all-retail space, 
with no parking, that allows for housing atop if the hous- 
ing market rebounds.) 

Mignucci is affectionately called by many, including 
Ginsburgs, a “politician” by people who think he’s too dip- 
lomatic toward those who want to change the old block. 

“He’s done a lot for the Market and knows how to play 
both sides,” says Ginsburgs. “Being that he’s successful 
elsewhere in the city, I think he sees a bigger picture.” 

It’s worth noting thatDi Bruno's Ninth Street location 
hasitselfhad a recent run-in with L&I, along with some 
of its neighbors: Mignucci had to finish a beat-up second- 
floor backroom — which, he says, “I didn’t even use” — at 
a cost of $20,000 to get it up to code. 

Still, he doesn’t think the city is targe tingthe Market. 
“[You’d] have to be some sort of a nut to believe that a 
govemmentagencyhasitin forth is neighborhood alone 
or any individual business. L&I started to enforce what 
was long on their books starting two years ago." 

His neighbors.he says, would be better off working' within 
the system than complaining about it. “There are guys 
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down here who think the city would like nothing more 
than to shut the street down,” says Mignucci, calmly, before 
hollering, “To what end? The city needs the revenue. They 
want us to do more business so they can tax us more. L&I 
just wants us to do things right.” 

dr EASY CONNECTION 

L&I says that none of what the agency has done so far is 
unusual — nor is it particular to the Market , and that com- 
mercial corridors in Germantown and Chestnut Hill have 
also been tested . L&I doesn’t want to hurt businesses, says 
city spokeswoman Maura Kennedy: “We're not trying to 
play 'gotcha' with the Italian Market merchants — we’ve 
been doing this citywide with only one set of standards to 
go around. . . . We are going to hold them accountable for 
their actions more vigorously. A history of not enforcing 
is not a reason to keep not enforcing," 

There is one other reason that this is happening now. The 
city at present is at fiscal deficit," says Kennedy. 

On the other hand, the more tile Market succeeds, the 
more tax revenue it will generate. As Ninth Street adds 
more shops and bars, it will be an easier connection to the 



now-popular East Passyunk corridor. 

“The success of East Passyunk has made it feasible for 
guys like Anthony Anastasio and [Mignuccil to finally 
create an actual Ninth Street Business Improvement 
District,” says DiCicco. “It didn’t happen a few years ago 
when I tried to get it going, but I think what sold them is 
seeing what happened on East Passyunk Avenue.” 
Mignucci likes what East Passyunk has done, but 
doesn't need someone else’s success to convince him of 
what he's long believed: that the Italian Market can thrive 
like a European thoroughfare of businesses, like it was 
in the past, but with the addition of tony clothing shops, 
coffee bars, designer saloons and nouvelle restaurants. 
He wants the old-school produce vendors and the cheese 
guys right next to the new-school coffee shops and bars. 
He doesn’t want to lose an ounce of Italian neighborhood 
flavor, he says — he can't. 

“I still have uncles and aunts to answer to "says Mignucci. 

-Jt OUR CELEBRATION 

In his brief time on the block, Mark Coates, whose Bebe’s 
Barbecue lasted on Ninth from April 2009 to June 2010, 



observed the good, the paranoid and the cloistered. "I 
think a lot of business owners down there are used to 
the old days where you had a cousin or a friend in City 
Hall who could help you get things fixed easier — noth- 
ing too nefarious,” says Coates. “Those days are long 
gone. . . . Some of the old guys down there don't want any 
government telling them what to do. They just want to 
be left alone.” 

Take Carmen Lerro: The longtime stand operator had 
madcapracticc of giving out wine at thcltalian MarkctFcsti- 
val — “plenty to the cops,” says Lerro, ‘just to say thanks.” 

Dining 2009's fest, he says he had a little fun and put 
a sign reading something to the effect of "$3 donation 
but the wine's complimentary.” What happened next has 
become the stuff of Market legend: He was arrested for 
selling wine without a license. 

“Cuffed and put in jail like a criminal,” laughs Lerro. “All 
these years I gave wine to cops. I wound up paying close to 
S5,000 in court costs and lawyer fees . . . The Italian Festival 
wasourcelebralion,fortheneighborhood.Butit and the 
Market — it's more commercial now. People from all over 
the city come here. And the city got more involved.”

B- WHERE HAVE ALL the bad guys gone? With each new account ofsome charis- 
matic criminal rampaging through the '60s and '70s, one feels a twinge of nostalgiu for 
the days when outlaws roamed — or at least, you’re supposed to.

theirchildren are generally exceptional, though the younger 
one. Joey, a budding entrepreneurand possible Republican, 
wants nothing more than to get out of his parents' house. 
Really theonlything anybody wants is what the title suggests, 
but each in his own complicated, often corrupt, and always 
American, way. 

After all, real freedom is nolonger quite so easy to identify. 
Post-9/1 1 (which must of course, be mentioned), Joey's 
takes a personal hit- 

Later, as his troubles began to mount. itwoutdseemtohim 
as if his very good luck, which hischildhood had taughthim 
to consider his birthright, had been tmmped by a stroke 
of higher-order bad luck so wrong as not even to be real. 
He kept waiting for its wrongness its fraudulence, to be 
exposed, andtorthe world to be set right again, sothathe 
could have the college experience lie’d expected. ... The 
culprit, in hindsight, seemed almost like bin Laden, but 
not quite. The culprit was something deeper, something 
not political, something structurally malicious, like the 
bump in a sidewalk that trips you and lands you on your 
lace when you 're out innocently walking. 



This is vintage Franzen, delighting in 
the excavation of acharacter (warts espe- 
cially). even as he unspools the narrative 
thread. "Later." he promises, seductively, 
and so we read on. knowing things will 
happen to Joey of his own devising, but 
thatsomething political and structurally 
malicious will also play a role. 

Freedom will no doubt inspire culture- 
wide fawning, excoriation and reams of 
intelligent criticism in between. For as 
in any book of its size and ambition, not 
everything quite woiks. Several secondary 
female characters remain cipher-fanta- 
sies. and some eve its seem determined 
lessbythecharacteisthan by thedes pair- 
ing polemicist Franzen. 

But these are quibbles. 

The brio and insight of the writing, the 
flesh-and-blood central cast, and the 
impressive inventory of so much in our 
world, from indie music tans to songbird 
decimation, makes Freedom a literary 
event of the sort Franzen himselt once 
feared had passed. And yes. it's belter than 
The Corrections 

Read it to escape the modern world, and 
to reckon with it too.

a thinly coded meditation on condom use and a totally gorgeous love song. Don’t worry too 
much about whether they’re smirking or sincere, just be stoked that they’re back. These 
scissors swing both ways.

Depicting a young man’s wide-eyed initiation into a life of 
crime, Ani mal Ki ngdarn has been pegged as a sort, of Austra- 
lian Goo d/ellas. But David Michod’s directorial debut pres- 
ents its underworld with none of the Rat Pack bonhomie that 
marked Scorsese’s swinging gangsters; the Cody family is 
closer to a pack of rats, scurrying in the shadows and gnaw- 
ing savagely at straps.

THE JAZZ AGE 

How the hell did a first-time director get 
Wynton Marsalis to score his silent Louis 
Armstrong biopic? By A.D. Amorosi

I t would've been enough if dircctor/screenwriter Dan Pritzker 
had just made Louis, a sparkling, sepia-toned silent and 
mythological take on the young life of trumpeter Louis 
Armstrong But he had to throw in cinematog- 
raphy courtesy Vilmos Z sigmon d ( The Deer 
Hunter ), a Chaplin-esque spin by comeback 
kid Jackie Earle Haley (Shutter Island) and a 
period score composed and play ed by Wynton 
Marsalis, who’ll repeat the favor Aug. 31 at the 
Keswick with an all-star lineup. Then he had to throw his back 
story at you: Pritzker, son of late Hyatt Hotels owner J ay Pritzker 
and member of the band Sonia Dada, had never made a film 
before, and he’s got another on the 201 1 docket — Bolden .'about 
the legendary Buddy Bolden, who arguably invented jazz. 

City Paper. Why make a silent film about jazz and its most vocal 
proponent, literally and figuratively? 

Dan Pritzker: That idea tickled me. While I was writing dia- 




logue I went out and saw Chaplin’s City Lights with the Chicago 
Symphony playing while it screened. I was blown away. I never 
had that experience before — it wasn’t so much about the film as 
it was the black-and-white photography of it. I love old still pho- 
tography. I thought it would be a worthwhile challenge trying to 
tell a real narrative through just pictures and music. 



CP: So how did a novice filmmaker get Wynton Marsalis? I’ve 
made films and I didn’t get Marsalis to score it. 

DP: Did you ask him? As soon as I started I knew there was only 
one guy to do the music. ... Oddly enough, Wynton immediately 
took a dinner meeting with us in New York City. Anything Buddy 
Bolden, he wants to hear the pitch. My producer asked me about 
my rap to Marsalis and I told him the film was about myth. He

DP: You got three noted artists to work on 
your first-ever films. You must be confident. 

CP: I have an enhanced sense of my own abilities (laughs! . Truly, 
I'm driven by my passions and genuinely think the people around 
me saw that. I’m inherently lazy unless I’m that passionate. Then I 
pull the camel through the eye of the needle. My sense from them, 
and so much of the crew, was that I was operating so small and 
independently that they knew exactly who was leading the project 
and how truly passionate I was.

three-and-a-half miles through marsh 
and bay, the road from Longport to Somers Point 
runs. Tall grass and short boats fringe the narrow 
causeway as it crests into a bridge, hove ri ng over 
heron sanctuaries like a concrete g ray bow. Water, 
water everywhere — but smoked meats thrive 
here, too. "Can t Miss Bar-B-Que," proclaims a 
roadside sign in ketchup-red letters. 

The braggadocio looks like the work of the 
Chick-Fil-A cow. but its rightful authors are Len 
and John Dagit The Berwyn-bred brothers own 
Back Bay Barbeque & Grill, located on the finger 
of land known as Anchorage Poynte. 

On the nearby stone patio, lawn chairssurround 
tables furnished with rolls of Bounty, prepackaged 
plastic flatware and Citronella candles. I ordered 
one of everything from a boy no more than 1 5, who 
rebuffed my requests for pulled pork and sausage 
— their Carolina-style cue goes fast around these 
parts, and once you taste these articles of the 
Confederacy, you'll understand why. 

Smoked three hours thenslow- roasted an addi- 
tional 1 2. the brisket brought a mix of crunchy 
burnt ends, tender rags andfatty lace. It arrived on 
a kaiser from AC's Formica Bros. Bakery, sopping 
with atriple-apple(juice, sauce and cider vinegar) 
sauce— though a squirt of Back Bay’s vanilla- 
and-chili-injected sauce certainly didn't hurt 
The 20-spice-rubbed chicken, on the other hand, 
neededthe extra moisture . It came off thesmoker 
asmidge dry. but once sauced, the bird was the 
word, served alongside ribs in one featured combo. 
Rubbed the ni ght before and cooked that morning, 
the baby-backs bore a blackish, brackish bark; 
beneath, the pork was so soft and supple, the 
bones slid out like dowels from a wedding cake. 

All meats can be made into a two-sides-and- 
a-soda platter for an additional $4. Might I rec- 
ommend the chunky potato salad, crunchy with 
celery, easy-on-the-mayo coleslaw and sweet, 
all-day-smoked baked beans? 

Pulling out of the crushed shell-lined lot, you’ll 
find another signon the opposite sideof the road, 
“Thank you. Come again,” reads the message, 
written In the same red scrawl. Whether you read 
it with a Kwik-E-Mart lilt or Southern drawl , know 
it's legit You will come again. Multiple times.

NEW ON NINTH 

An iconic Italian Market address has a new 
owner, but it’s still a family affair, By a.d. Amorosi 

W hen Agnes Bonuomo Viso sold a long-dormant butcher 
shop at 910 S. Ninth St. to Nick Nastasi so he could open 
N ina’s Trattoria, it was not just another real estate 
transaction. The property had also doubled as her home for all of 
her 68 years — and the daughter of the Italian Market had kept 
the space virtually unchanged, in remembrance of her legendary 
father, all that time. 

Known informally as the “Rizzo mural building,’’ thanks to the 
likeness of the former mayor on its southern 
wall, die building was bought by Nastasi, a 
white-collar criminal attorney, in May 2010. 

Last operational close to 40 years ago, the space 
was established by Antonio Bonuomo, Viso’s 
father, in the 1930s as a meat market Though 
he passed away in 1979, Viso ensured that the nearly 2,700- 
square-foot building, constructed in 1915, remained a tribute to 
Bonuomo's work, life, hobbies, politics and religion. 

The dark-haired Viso speaks in a soft voice about remaining 
in the house nine years after her husband, Buddy Viso, passed 
and 31 after her father died. She cleaned the wide windows so 
neighbors and tourists could gaze at the Catholic saint statues 
and pope photos that lined the first floor, along with her dad’s 




trade accoutrements (cold cases, cutting blocks) and proud 
snapshots of the racehorses the Bonuomos kept in Florida. She's 
also responsible for allowing the Rizzo mural to be erected in 
the first place. When the mural people asked the first time, her 
father was too sick [from a stroke) to say lyes)." So it was she 
who gave them the go-ahead, around 1995, and then again this 
year, when the mural had to be refurbished. "Rizzo was quite a 
man — and our mural is so much nicer than the one of Frank 
Sinatra," Viso laughs. 

But it was Bonuomo — his name appears on the Ninth Street 
Curb Market historical plaque erected in 2007 — who was the 
biggest pillar of the immediate community. “Dad was a true 
architect of the Maiket,” says Viso. Along with maintaining one of 
die block’s first and most successful butcher shops — he also ran 
his own slaughterhouse, at Front and Tasker, where he’d break

countless businesses, helping out families 
in need and establishing himself as a true 
ambassador for the Market's vendors and residents. “He honestly 
started with nothing and built this thing," says Viso, who put 
aside her schooling to help her father run his shop, then later 
cared for him when he fell ill. 

So why sell now, after she’s lived in the same place, uninter- 
rupted, this entire time? Viso says while visiting her father's 
hometown ofFogia, Italy, she “felt a spirit there ...that told me 
to move on with my life." So she’s living with her daughter, on

League Street, just around the corner. It wasn't a light 
decision to sell to Nastasi, but Vise is confident it's the 
right one. “We had plenty (of) pricier offers," she says. 
“[But] it’s Nick’s building now. He’s part of all this.” 
Indeed, Nastasi has been part of all this since the 
time when he was an assistant D.A. during Rizzo’s pre- 
City Hall reign as Philly’s police commissioner. “When 
he resigned to run for mayor, I was his campaign 
council," says Nastasi, who’s also represented Angelo 
Bruno, Buddy Cianfrani and La Veranda Ristorante, 
along with other notable faces and places. (He declines 
to give his current age, but says he was 29 when he 
worked to put Rizzo in office.) “I didn't take a position 
in his administration because public life wasn’t what I 
wanted to do.” What the lawyer did want to do, appar- 
ently, was cook. In addition to his legal work, he’s long 
been an accomplished home chef, taught by his mother, 
Antonina (“Nina” to close friends and relatives). 

When Nastasi, a graduate of UPenn Law, decided he 
wanted to open his own restaurant, he knew he wanted 
to do it right here on Ninth Street, a strip that would 
put him in the “historical root of all Italian artisan food 
and cooking.” The area’s newfound popularity, thanks to 

James, sealed the deal. Still, he knew how rare it was for 
buildings to go up for sale here. Upon hearing that Viso 

“She could’ve gone with someone higher-profile,” says 
the lawyer, “but we liked each other immediately.” 

Viso describes Nastasi as a “beautiful man" whom she 
trusts with looking after the nearly century-old prop- 
erty, He’ll continue practicing law after the restaurant 
opens (ideally in September), and says Nina’s Trattoria 
will play into the traditions of the neighborhood while 
presenting dishes far more authentic and current. “We’ll 
be making recipes served now in Italy,” says Nastasi, 
“some very old, some more contemporary." 

Of course, the in-the-works menu will feature fam- 
ily dishes from Nina's notebooks, too, “My mother, 
like her mother before her, made a delicious eggplant 
stuffed with rice, chopped garden vegetables and fresh 
herbs,” says N astasi of the recipes he’s developing with 
Nina's chef, Joseph Lin, who formerly cooked for the 
Archdiocese of Philadelphia. “A pepper stuffed with 
selected ground meats and fresh herbs, steamed in a 
marinara sauce. Steamed artichoke with a secret stuff- 

tions for veal, pork and beef, from stews to roasts.” 

The long-dormant space is in the process of being 
completely turned over and converted into a 30-seat 
BYOB with a Northern Italian feel. The trinkets and 
tributes to Viso’s father that lined the windows for 
so long have been removed and put into storage. The 
mural is the only constant. But Viso still feels a strong 
connection to the address. “He’s family, you know?” she 
says of 910’s new owner. “I want him to be a part of the 
Rizzo mural dedication in October. ... The Bonuomo 
family lives on, I think, with Mr. Nastasi.”
